'T'HE chief objeds of the attention of the 
Society for the Encouragement of Arts, 
Mauufadlures, and Comnaerce, in the ap- 
plication of their Rewards, are Ingenuity 
in the feveral branches of the PoHte and 
Liberal Arts ; ufeful difcoveries and im- 
provements in Agriculture, Manufac- 
tures, Mechanicks, and Chemistry, 
or the laying open any fuch to the Publick ; 
and, in general, all fuch ufeful inventions, 
difcoveries, or improvements, (though not 
mentioned in the Book of Premiums,) as 
may appear to have a tendency to the ad- 
vantage of Trade and Commerce ; the So- 
ciety therefore, in purfuance of their plan, 
propofe to beftow the following premiums. 

Premiums 
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Premiums for Planting and Hu/bandry. 

I. ACORNS. For fetting or fowing 
the greateft quantity of land, not lefs than 
ten acres, with acorns, between the firft 
day of Odober, 1783, and the firft of Ja- 
nuary, 1 784 ; and for fencing and preferv- 
ing the fame efFe6tually, in order to raifq 
timber ; the gold medal. 

a. For the fecond greateft quantity of 
land, not lefs than five acres, fet or fbwn 
with acorns, agreeably to the above con- 
ditions ; the filver medal. 

Certificates of the fetting or fow- 
ing agreeably to the above conditions ; and 
that there are not fewer than one thoufand 
plants on each acre, to be produced to the 
Society, on or before the firfl Tuefday in 
November, 1784. 

3. RAISING OAKS. To the perfon 
who fhall raife the greateft number of oaks, 
not fewer than five thoufand, either from 

young 
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young plants, or from acorns, in woods, 
parks, or forefts, that have long been 
under timber, and efFedually fence and 
preferve the fame, in order to fecure a fuc- 
ceffion of oak timber in this kingdom ; the 
gold medal. 

4. For the next greateft quantity, not 
fewer than three thoufand ; the filver 
medal. 

Certificates and accounts to be pro- 
duced on or before the firft Tuefday in Ja- 
nuary, 1788. 

5, 6. The fame premiums are extended 
one year further. 

Certificates to be produced on or be- 
fore the firfl Tuefday in January, 1789. 

7. CHESNUTS. For fetting or fow- 
ing the greateft quantity of land, not lefs 
than fix acres, with Spanifh Chefnuts, be- 
fore the firft day of May, 1 784, and for 
effeaually fencing and preferving the fame, 
in order to raife timber ; the gold medal.

Certificates of having planted agree- 
ably to the above conditions, and fpecifj- 
ing the diftance of the trees, muft be de- 
livered to the Society, on or before the firft

, tance not more than five feet, the great- 
eft number of Larch trees, not lefs than 
five thoufand ; the plants to be between 
two and four years old when planted out, 
and for efFedually fencing and preferving 
the fame, in order to raife timber; the 
gold medal.

medal. 

Certificates of planting according 
to the above conditions, to be delivered on 
or before the iafl^ Tuefday in November,

23, 24. The like premiums vi^ill be given

ing fuch misfortune ; the gold medal.

It is defired that the diftance between 
the rows, may not exceed eleven inches, 
and that an account of the nature and con- 
dition of the land on which the experi- 
ments are made, together with an account 
of the produce of the Corn, be produced 
to the Society, on or before the firft Tuef- 
day in February, 1785.

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The Accounts to be produced on or be- 
fore the firft of November, 1786; the 
gold medal. 

It is required that the above roots be 
taken off the land by the laft day of Oc- 
tober, 1785; that a Crop of Wheat may 
be fown in the fame ground, and the par- 
ticulars of the fowing and planting, taking 
up, produce, prefervation, and application 
to the feeding Sheep and Black Cattle, be 
fpecified. The comparative experiment

N. B. Great advantage will arife to the 
Farmer occupying land, in the neighbour- 
hood of extenfive commons, from the con-

acres, by the addition of fuch parts as the 
former experiments (hall have discovered 
to be wanting therein, and therefore pro- 
bably the caufe of its fterility ; the gold 
medal.

of the various influencing circumftances,

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GENERAL CONDITIONfS. 

Notwithftaiiding the Society referve to 
themfelves the power of giving, in all cafes, 
fuch part only of any premium as the per- 
formance fliaU he adjudged to deferve, or 
of with-holding the whole, if there be no 
merit ; yet the Candidates may be affured, 
the Society will always judge liberally of
